Saints legend Paine urges 
caution after great start 


SAINTS president Terry Paine 
has urged caution as hopes are 
renewed of the club achieving 
their best season for 30 years. 

Currently seventh and in the middle of 
an eight-match unbeaten league-and-cup- 
run, their joint longest sequence without 
defeat since returning to the top flight, 
hopes have been raised that Ronald Koe- 
man’s Saints can go one better than last 
season and break into the top six. 


But Paine has warned against raising 
hopes too high. 

He said: “We have to be careful with ex¬ 
pectation levels, we have to be realistic. 
At the start of the season I said I would 
be highly delighted with eighth place and 
I stand by that. 

“You can’t be over realistic when the 
marketplace can tempt players away. We 
have to accept bigger clubs will come call¬ 
ing.

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Davis carries on 
his goal-den run

SAINTS midfielder Steven Davis 
won praise from his international 
manager after continuing his goal- 
den run. 

Davis had failed to score in 77 games for 
club and country prior to notching for Saints 
in their historic 3-1 Premier League win at 
Chelsea a few weeks ago. 

He then promptly scored twice for Northern 
Ireland against Greece as they clinched their 
place at next summer’s European Champion¬ 
ships. 

Davis scored again for Saints in their 
2-0 derby victory over Bournemouth at St 
Mary’s, and on Friday night grabbed the only 
goal of the game as Ireland beat Latvia in a 
friendly, tapping home in the 55th minute af¬ 
ter his initial header was saved. 

That made it five goals in nine games for Da¬ 
vis - not bad for someone who hadn’t scored 
since February 2014 before hitting the target 
at Stamford Bridge. 

“It was nice for Steven,” said Northern Ire¬ 
land boss Michael O’Neill. 

“His daughter was here, it was maybe the 
first game she has been to, so a goal and man- 
of-the-match performance was superb. Once 
again, he led by example. 

“His attitude to the game is the key, in terms 
of his work rate off the ball and his quality 
on the ball. 

“It was a great ball from Craig Cathcart and 
Steven is making a habit of popping up in the 
box. 

“He’s in a rich vein of form for his club too, 
so long may it continue for us.” 

O’Neill praised his Ireland side for signing 
off a superb 2015 in winning fashion. 

It has been an unforgettable year for O’Neill 
and his side, who last month ended a 30-year 
absence from tournament football by sealing 
a place at Euro 2016. 

And a 1-0 win over Latvia at Windsor Park 
ensured they ended the year on a high - Ire¬ 
land’s first friendly win since March 2008. 

“We have had a great year with some great 
results, and a great campaign. We should cel¬ 
ebrate the achievements of the team. That’s 
eight games unbeaten now and a clean sheet 
was good as well. So it was all positive.” 

O’Neill was also armed with a tongue-in- 


cheek response for those who have been 
quick to remind him of the country’s barren 
run in friendlies since he took the job. 

“I keep reading these really positive stats 
from people that go back to 1966... that we 
haven’t won a friendly since then or some¬ 


thing,” he said. 

“Trust me, I wasn’t manager back then. 
I think we should celebrate that we are 
going to the Euros, rather than dredge 
these things up.”

“Whatever wage a Southampton 
player gets could be doubled by a 
top-five club so it’s always going to 
be difficult to compete. 

“We have to be grateful that 
we’ve got them now.” 

Paine also recognises there is 
more competition than ever. 

“The TV money means more 
clubs can afford the top players,” 
he continued. “You could make a 
case for another five or six teams 
that could finish in the top eight. 

“More competition is better for 
everyone and I’m dying for a new 
team to break into that top four. 

“I think a more provincial club 
can do it, but finishing eighth 
would be a great achievement. 
There’s no reason why we cannot 
do that and enjoy a cup run, which 
is why I’m looking forward to the 
Capital One Cup quarter-final 
at home to Liverpool a week on 
Wednesday. 

“It’s a great opportunity. It’s 
the sort of fixture that helps the 
lesser clubs with their finances, 
which is what the League Cup was 
first introduced to do. 

“But it’s also a great chance for 
us to progress. It reminds me of 
being drawn away to Liverpool in 
1962-63. We beat them 2-1 and I 
scored both goals - my one bit of 
glory at Anfield.” 

A Capital One Cup semi-final 
would also hope assuage the 
Europe League disappointment of. 

“It was always going to be 
difficult that early in the season 
but I’ve no doubt that if we were 
entering the Europa League now 
we’d have qualified [for the group 
stage],” insists Paine. 

“To be seventh in the Premier 
League is remarkable but I 
keep coming back to that word 
‘expectancy’. 

“If we were to get carried away 
and try and finish fourth that 
would be over the top. 

“We have to be realistic about 
what we can do and afford. 

“But I’m absolutely over the 
moon with the way the club is 
being run and the football that’s 
being played under Ronald 
Koeman and his team. 

“No-one can complain. 

“Playing in front of full houses 
every week tells you where 
Southamptoin are heading.”

CITY HIT BACK TO WIN IN 
DREADFUL CONDITIONS

WINCHESTER City hit back 
from a goal down to edge a 
tight Southern One South & 
West contest 2-1 in difficult 
wet conditions at the Den- 
plan City Ground. 

With the rain pouring down and 
the wind whipping up, conditions 
were far from ideal, writes WENDY 
GEE. 

There was an early sign of the po¬ 
tential hazards that lay ahead when 
the ball slithered out of City’s keep¬ 
er Brendan Norris’s grasp, forcing 
him to gather at the second attempt. 

The slippery pitch did not help 
Winchester’s passing game and it 
was Shortwood, with the wind at 
their backs, who had the first chance 
on 13 minutes when Joe Wright’s 
deep cross from the left drifted 
across to the back post where Adam 
Price lashed the ball into the side¬ 
netting. 

Undeterred, Winchester kept try¬ 
ing to play and on 18 minutes a 
fluent move, with a couple of back- 
heels thrown in for good measure, 
resulted in Warren Bentley pick¬ 
ing out Zach Glasspool with a deep 
cross, but the No 9 could only head 
tamely at keeper Tom King. 

Invariably, though, City moves 
were breaking down and they had 
more defending to do from a 24th 
minute Ross Stanley corner which 
defender Matt Bennett headed be¬ 
hind at the back sticks. 

Stanley was next to threaten, skip¬ 
ping inside and zipping an 18-yard 
shot across the slippery surface and 
wide. 

That turned out to be the last warn¬ 
ing for City, who fell behind with 32 
minutes gone. 

This time STANLEY, played in by 
Wright, got his range spot on as he 
thumped the ball past Norris from 
20 yards. 

Having booked Glasspool moments 
earlier, referee Jason Connelly 
failed to punish Shortwood’s Sam 
Rawlings for a foul that left Jamie 
Barron requiring treatment. 

But when Barron caught Nick Hen- 
cock with his next tackle, the tena¬ 
cious Winchester midfielder was 
shown a yellow card. 

On 45 minutes City’s Matt Benham 
was penalised for a high boot just 
outside his own area, but the Win¬ 
chester wall did its job repelling an¬ 
other Stanley strike.

There was more determination 
about the home side and they took 
less than five second-half minutes to 
equalise. 

Barron delivered a corner from the 
left and, as the ball bounced loose in 
the six-yard box, ex-Saints young¬ 
ster BENHAM pounced to thump it 
home. 


Stanley soon had the ball in the 
net for Shortwood again, but his 
celebrations were cut short by the 
offside flag. 

Winchester responded with the 
best move of the game as Benham 
found Glasspool who instantly sent 
Bentley on his way. 

The deadly marksman looked cer¬ 
tain to score, but King reacted bril¬ 
liantly to divert his shot away from 
the bottom corner. 

Just after the hour it was Barron’s 
turn to have a “goal” scrubbed out 
for offside and then, after having 


a shot deflected out for a corner, 
Glasspool forced another good save 
from King with a flicked header. 

With City’s threat growing by the 
minute, Barron was impeded wide 
on the left and smashed a glorious 
free kick against the angle of bar 
and post before Taz Roberts headed 
the follow-up wide. 

The game could still have gone ei¬ 
ther way and it needed a strong hand 
by Norris to paw away Stanley’s in¬ 
swinging corner. 

But five minutes later, it was City 
who took the lead. 


There was an element of luck 
about it as ROBERTS crossed from 
the right by-line and the wind ap¬ 
peared to play its part as the ball 
floated over the keeper and squeezed 
under the bar for what transpired to 
be the 82nd minute winner. 

The closest Shortwood came to 
equalising was with the very last 
kick of the game, but Norris got 
down well at his near post to deny 
Marley Thomas.

TEAM Solent coach Mick 
Marsh was left to reflect on 
what might have been after 
seeing his side caned 6-0 by 
Wessex leaders Salisbury on 
Friday night. 

“We are a better team than 
we have shown tonight,” said 
Marsh, writes PAUL 
McNAMARA. 

“We had a chance to show 
that we have come a long 
way. I don’t think we’ve taken 
that chance. 

“We got very nervous. That 
nervous tension seeped into 
the performance and, before 
you know it, everything 
becomes an effort. “ 

Marsh dismissed the idea 
that his side’s limited 
recovery time, following 
Tuesday night’s clash with 
Bournemouth, was a factor in 
their defeat. 

“These are young lads,” 
Marsh insisted. 

“They’re meant to be 
athletes. But let’s not kid 
ourselves. Salisbury are a 
very good side. That is why 
they are top of the league - 
and they will win the league. 

No budget 

“We have no budget and we 
have to work hard here. Our 
aims and expectations are to 
stay in the division.” 

While Marsh promised that 
Solent’s management and 
players would analyse the 
events of Friday night, focus 
was already moving onto 
Monday’s Southampton 
Senior Cup third round 
meeting with Queen’s Keep. 

“We will learn lessons from 
tonight,” said Marsh. “It’s a 
long season, we’ve got plenty 
of games left to play and they 
will determine where we 
finish in the league.” 

“We have a game on 
Monday night. That allows us 
to put this to bed and get our 
confidence back. 

“That will have taken a bit of 
a dent tonight.” 

Marsh considers 
Salisbury’s presence in the 
Wessex League a real boon 
for the division. 

“It’s great,” said the former 
Sholing manager. 

“We had loads of people 
here watching. 

“It’s good for the league. 
The disappointing thing is 
that we didn’t turn up.”

Salisbury FC tightened their grip at the 
top of the Wessex League with a convinc¬ 
ing win under the Friday night lights at 
Test Park Sports Ground. 

Sam Wilson set the away team on their 
way to victory, when he rolled in a sim¬ 
ple finish mid-way through the first-half, 
with Brandon Mundy adding a second on 
35 minutes, writes PAUL McNAMARA. 

An Ellis White own goal shortly after 
the break, Wilson’s second, the excellent 
Daniel Demkiv’s thundering finish and 
Robbie Matthew’s late tap-in added the 
gloss for a rampant Whites’ outfit. 

The victory sees Steve Claridge’s pace¬ 
setters open up a three point gap on sec¬ 
ond-placed Andover. 

Disappear 

Wilson saw an early chance disappear 
when he took too long to get his shot 
away, after Demkiv’s right-wing cross 
was only cleared as far as the striker, sta¬ 
tioned yards from goal. 

Tom Whelan blazed over from 25 yards 
as the visitors sought to turn the screw 
on their energetic opponents, with the 
Salisbury midfielder then off-target once 
more as he span on Ed Perrett’s pass to 
shoot from range. 


The opening goal arrived just as Team 
Solent believed they had ridden the lat¬ 
est wave of Whites’ pressure, with the 
ball resting safely in the gloves of George 
Passingham. 

That was without reckoning for the 
home stopper’s hurried drop-kick slam¬ 
ming straight into attendant Salisbury 
attacker Dan Young, though. The ball 
landed perfectly for Wilson, ten yards 
from an empty goal, and the ex-Eastleigh 
man did the rest. 

Claridge’s side didn’t have to wait long 
to double their advantage. 

Young chased back to hound the daw¬ 
dling Jemal Wiseman out of possession, 
presenting Whelan with the opportu¬ 
nity to spread play to Demkiv wide on 
the right. The former Southampton 
youth player clipped in a terrific deliv¬ 
ery, which was met by a diving Mundy 
in front of Salisbury’s exultant band of 
followers. 

With the home side struggling to re¬ 
gain their composure, midfielder Sam 
Byles was fortunate to escape with a cau¬ 
tion for a nasty tackle on Mundy in the 
middle of the park. 

White then rescued his side from fur¬ 
ther damage, the centre-half executing 
an immaculately timed last-ditch tackle 
to stop Wilson running clear. 

Passingham made partial amends for 
his earlier error soon after the restart, 


the Solent stopper flying away to his 
right to tip behind from George Coul- 
son’s fierce drive. 

The ‘keeper could do nothing, how¬ 
ever, when White flashed out a leg and 
inadvertently diverted Young’s left wing- 
cross high into his own net. 

Wilson was soon back in business, the 
forward applying an accomplished vol¬ 
leyed touch to guide the ball back across 
Passingham, after Demikiv’s latest pin¬ 
point delivery picked out the forward. 

Scoresheet 


It was Demkiv’s turn to get his name 
on the scoresheet on the hour, when the 
winger ran onto Mundy’s threaded pass 
to rifle an emphatic effort that crashed 
in off the underside of the bar. 

Coulson prevented a home consolation 
by clearing from his line when Solent 
substitute Martin Johnson met Jim Or- 
vis’ corner with a powerful header. 

All three of the visiting subs then com¬ 
bined to cap a perfect night for the away 
side. Taureen Roberts slipped a pass for¬ 
ward for Ashley Jarvis, who squared for 
Matthews to prod home. 

Kane O’Keefe was denied point-blank 
by Passingham at the death, but the con¬ 
test was long since settled.

STEVE Claridge praised his 
Salisbury side’s complete 
performance after the Whites 
put Team Solent to the sword 
to move three points clear at 
the top of the Wessex League. 

The away team made their 
early pressure tell when Sam 
Wilson capitalised on 
goalkeeper George 
Passingham’s error to stroke 
into an empty net midway 
through the first-half, writes 
PAUL McNAMARA. 

Brandon Mundy doubled 
Salisbury’s lead before the 
break, with an Ellis White own 
goal, Wilson again, Daniel 
Demkiv and substitute Robbie 
Matthews completing the rout. 

“That was as good a 
performance as we could have 
possibly imagined,” said 
Claridge. 

“I thought it was a complete 
performance, right from the 
start. We have got better 
players, but I thought Solent 
struggled to match our effort. 

“It wasn’t just the goals and 
when we had the ball, but also 
when we didn’t have it. We 
hunted in packs. We looked 
quick and sharp.” 

Reflecting on the Whites’ 
form this term, Claridge 
claimed that his team’s display 
at the Test Park Sports Ground 
represented the first occasion 
on which they have sustained 
the performance level the 
manager demands of them, 
from first whistle to last. 

“That’s the standard we have 
to aim for,” said the Salisbury 
boss. 

“I get frustrated when we 
don’t reach that standard - and 
the only reason we don’t is 
because we think it’s too easy. 

“I think the players thought it 
was going to be a test tonight 
and they were right up for it. 


They did exactly what I asked 
of them - they were brilliant.” 

What’s more, Claridge 
believes that the resounding 
nature of Salisbury’s victory 
will fire out a warning to those 
teams looking to hunt them 
down at the top of the table. 

“That’s a marker for 
everybody in this league,” said 
the winning manager. 

“If we play like that no one 
will live with us. That’s higher 
than anybody else can achieve 
at this level.” 

“But we haven’t always been 
like that. That’s why we are 
where we are.” 

Claridge also reserved credit 
for the beaten home team, 
whose approach, he declared, 
was far from the norm among 
sides taking on his Salisbury 
outfit this season. 

Beaten 

“Teams just try and stop us 
playing,” said Claridge. 

“Nobody comes and tries to 
play against us because, with 
all due respect, that’s what 
happens. 

“They (Team Solent) play the 
game the right way. They get 
it down and try and pass. OK, 
they got beaten - but they got 
beaten the right way.” 

Claridge, who confessed that 
his side received a lucky break 
for Wilson’s opener, was also 
delighted with the manner in 
which defender Calum 
Brockway shackled Solent 
danger man Jesse Waller- 
Lassen. 

The former Tottenham 
youngster wasn’t alone among 
his Solent team-mates, 
however, in struggling to make 
an impact against a powerful 
Whites unit.

Players need to settle 


quickly under Garde 


TIMOTHY Alan Sherwood is affa¬ 
ble, clearly cared quite strongly 
about the fortunes of Aston Villa 
and succeeded where the major¬ 
ity of Villa managers have failed, 
managing to get them to the FA 
Cup final. 

For those reasons he will be afforded a 
warmth of feeling not reserved for the other 
recent holders of the position of Villa man¬ 
ager. 

However, the fact is that under Sherwood’s 
stewardship, Villa won only six of 23 league 
games with just one of those victories com¬ 
ing this season. 

Ultimately this terrible record cost him 
his job and so attention turns to his succes¬ 
sor, Remi Garde. 

Remi Garde is no stranger to English foot¬ 
ball having spent three years at Arsenal dur¬ 
ing their French revolution of the 1990s. 

He is, however, a relative novice to the 
world of senior coaching, his only previous 
top job having been three years at the helm 
of Lyon. 

Lyon hired Garde at a time where their 
focus was on cutting costs and rebuilding 
(sound familiar Villa fans?), whilst he had a 
much stronger squad there than he inherits 
at Villa - Hugo Lloris and Yoann Gourcuff 
amongst other names that will be familiar 
to fans of the Premier League - he still had 
to operate with limited resources and did so 
to good effect, winning 51 per cent of his 117 
games in charge. 

With the majority of Villa’s summer re¬ 
cruits speaking French as a first language, 
the media consensus seems to be that Garde 
would be able to communicate to these play¬ 
ers more effectively in their native tongue. 

However, one of Garde’s first actions as 
manager has been to ban French from the 
dressing room, insisting that all players 
must be able to communicate in English, 
firmly debunking those theories. 

Remi Garde may be consciously unwilling 
to use language as a tool to get the best out 
of Villa’s French contingent, but there is 
little doubt that he has to find some way to 
utilize their assets if Villa is to avoid relega¬ 
tion. Tim Sherwood (and very briefly Kevin 
MacDonald) proved in no uncertain terms 
that he was incapable of doing so and it cost 
him his job. This weekend’s game against 
Manchester City suggested that Garde may 
have more success than Sherwood did in 
that regard though. 

Garde’s first line up as Villa manager in¬ 
cluded all of the summer signings from 
Ligue 1, Jordan Veretout, Idrissa Gana Gu- 
eye, Jordan Amavi and Jordan Ayew. 

Playing Carlos Sanchez at the base of the 
midfield allowed Gana and Veretout more 
freedom to support the attack, providing

more movement from the midfield than has 
been seen at any other point this season. 

In many ways Jordan Amavi is the most 
exciting of the summer recruits and he per¬ 
formed well on his return to the left back 
position. 

Jordan Ayew has been in encouraging 
form recently with two goals in his last 
three games but was unable to make much 
of an impression. 

However, his competition includes a very 
off form Gabby Agbonlahor and the human 
pylon Rudy Gestede so he’ll have plenty 
more chances to make his mark in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 


A game against Manchester City is never 
an easy one to judge a team like Villa on, but 
the team selection and strategy was certain¬ 
ly an encouraging start. 

The game was still largely bossed by City 
with 60 per cent possession and 13 shots to 
three but Villa showed some spirit and in¬ 
vention that has been lacking recently. 

One of the most irritating aspects of the 
Tim Sherwood era was his reluctance to 
play Carles Gil. 

Gil can frustrate at times but there is no 
one else in this Villa squad with the same 
vision or technical skill and most of Vil¬ 
la’s positive play was generated through 


the Spaniard this weekend. Gil’s selection 
seemed to come at the expense of Jack Gre- 
alish who perhaps will benefit from some 
time on the sidelines having looked a little 
jaded in recent weeks. 

In much the same way that Chelsea are a 
far better team than their league position 
would suggest, I firmly believe that this 
Villa team is also better than theirs. 

The summer recruits are all decent play¬ 
ers. 

However, there is no more time for those 
players to settle, they need to perform now 
if Villa are to survive this season and it is 
up to Remi Garde to ensure that they do so.

During Gary Hackett’s time in charge, 
Stourbridge have risen from the 
Midland Alliance to step seven of the 
football pyramid. 

Promoted to the Southern League as 
Midland Alliance runners-up in 2005/06, 
Stourbridge went up again from 
Division 1 Midlands two years later. 

They reached the Southern League 
Premier Division play-offs two years 
running, in 2013 and 2014, but on each 
occasion lost in the semi final to 
Gosport Borough and Chesham United. 

After the loss to Chesham, 
Stourbridge moved to the Northern 
Premier League. 

They found the going there a lot 
tougher, finishing only 16th in 2014/15. 


A DECADE ago, in 2005/06, 
Stourbridge FC finished 
second in the Midland Al¬ 
liance - the same level of 
the football pyramid as the 
Sydenhams Wessex League. 

In the same season, Karl Haw¬ 
ley struck 22 goals for champions 
Carlisle United to jointly win the 
League 2 Golden Boot, writes SI¬ 
MON CARTER. 

Hawley shared the honour with 
a man who was to become slightly 
better known on the south coast 
than he was - Rickie Lambert, then 
a Rochdale player. 

Also in 2005/06, Woking hot-shot 
Justin Richards finished as the 
Conference’s second top scorer 
with 21 goals. 

Richards also scored the winner 
on a memorable night for the Sur¬ 
rey club when they beat former Eu¬ 
ropean kings Nottingham Forest in 
the Football League Trophy. 

Yes, a selection of non league 
clubs were invited to compete in 
what is now the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy for a couple of seasons in 
the mid-noughties. 

And, as a result, Woking were 
able to come from 1-2 down to beat 
a below-strength Forest XI3-2. 

They were not to know - how 
could they? - but the peripatetic 
footballing careers of Hawley and 
Richards would eventually lead 
them to the same club. 

Stourbridge. 

And early next month the pair 
of former Football League strik¬ 
ers will be the main goal threats to 
Eastleigh’s dream of reaching the 
third round of the FA Cup for the 
first time in their history 

Hawley has form against the Spit¬ 
fires. 

Now in the veteran stage of his 
career - he will be 34 on December 
6 - Hawley scored 10 times for Al- 
freton in last season’s Conference 
campaign. 

Two of those strikes came against 
Eastleigh. 

He was on target in Alfreton’s 3-2 
home win in December and also 
scored the Derbyshire club’s conso¬ 
lation in a 3-1 loss at the Silverlake 
Stadium in April. 

Geographically, Hawley’s career 
has come virtually full circle. He 
started out at hometown club Wal¬ 
sall but never made a first team ap¬ 
pearance for the Saddlers. 

After loan spells with Raith Rov¬ 
ers (twice) and Hereford, he joined 
Carlisle in the summer of 2004 after 
the Cumbrians had been relegated 
to the Conference. 

He was to prove a smash hit at 
Brunton Park. 

In only his fourth outing he 
smacked a hat-trick in a 7-0 win 
over Farnborough, and finished 
the season with 13 goals as Carlisle 
won an instant promotion back to 
the Football League via the play¬ 
offs. 

Then came what remains his best 
season ever, the 22-goal haul which 
helped Carlisle to the League 2 title 
and back to back promotions. 


After 47 goals in 120 league games, 
he joined Preston North End in the 
summer of 2007 but only managed 
three goals in 30 league outings in 
two seasons at Deepdale. 

He spent the 2008/09 campaign on 
loan at Northampton and Colches¬ 
ter, before joining Notts County 


permanently in the summer of 
2009. 

Three more frustrating years fol¬ 
lowed as he failed to reproduce his 
prolific Carlisle form, with only 
five league goals in 81 appearances 
- 40 of which came off the bench. 

A move to Scunthorpe was to 


bring 11 League 1 goals in 2012/13, 
but the Iron were relegated to the 
fourth tier before Hawley was 
on the move again - this time in 
Torquay United. 

Again, though, he was out of 
luck - scoring just three times in 27 
League 2 appearances as the Devon 
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leading Stour line 


He was the club’s top scorer with 
23 goals, after scoring just once in 
18 Conference games in 2013/14 for 
relegated Tamworth. 

Prior to that, Richards was fairly 
prolific just a few years ago. 

In 2008/09 he struck 17 goals for 
Conference club Kidderminster 
Harriers, before hitting 15 in his 
sole season for Cheltenham in 
League 2 in 2009/10. 

Among that haul was a brace in a 

5- 4 home loss to Bradford City and 
another two goals in a remarkable 

6- 5 win at Burton Albion - where 
Cheltenham trailed 5-3 with only 
four minutes left. 

After a season at Port Vale, Rich¬ 
ards scored 11 goals for Burton in 
2011/12 before falling out of favour 
there and joining Oxford United 
for the second half of the 2012/13

season. 

During his four-game spell at Ox¬ 
ford, he played alongside current 
Eastleigh striker James Constable. 

Like Hawley, Richards was born 
locally - in his case, Sandwell - and 
also started his career with a local 
professional club, West Bromwich 
Albion. 

He made his only league appear¬ 
ance for the Baggies in a Champi¬ 
onship game against Ipswich in 
1999 before joining Bristol Rovers 
for £75,000 in January 2001. 

But the manager who signed him, 
Ian Holloway, left Rovers the fol¬ 
lowing week and Richards was to 
prove a fairly expensive flop - fail¬ 
ing to score in 16 league outings 
(only three of them starts) as the 
Gas plunged into the fourth tier. 

History will be created one way or 
the other when Hawley and Rich¬ 
ards face Eastleigh next month for 
the chance to enter the third round 
draw alongside the Premier League 
heavyweights. 

Neither club has ever reached 
that stage before. 

This is only Eastleigh’s second 
time in round two, and the first was 
last season when they went out at 
Conference rivals Southport. 

Last weekend’s historic win at 
League 1 strugglers Crewe was 
only the third time the Spifires had 
ever reached the first round stage. 

Stourbridge have also reserved 
their best ever FA Cup performanc¬ 
es for recent times. 

They have twice previously 
reached the second round - in 
2011/12 and 2013/14. On both oc¬ 
casions they were beaten by Steve¬ 
nage. 

In the first round in 2011/12 Stour¬ 
bridge defeated Football League op¬ 
position for the only time in their 
history. 

They drew 3-3 at League 2 club 
Plymouth - Argyle equalising in 
the 88th minute - before stunning 
the Devonians 2-0 at the War Me¬ 
morial Ground. 

Stourbridge’s manager in both of 
those seasons was former Shrews¬ 
bury, Aberdeen and Stoke winger 
Gary Hackett, who has has been 
manager of his hometown club 
since 2003.

1. England need to 
improve 

After winning all 10 matches in 
qualification and going unbeaten since 
the World Cup, positivity had been 
building around Roy Hodgson’s side. 
The level of opponent has not always 
been great, though, and the defeat to 
Spain underlines the need to improve. 
The result was deserved on the pattern 
of play. 

2. Poor in possession 

Not for the first time England’s 
problems stemmed from their inability 
to keep the ball. Spain were always 
going to boast the lion’s share of time 
in possession, but on too many 
occasions Hodgson’s men merely 
handed them the ball. 

3. Defensive success 

One of the experiments Hodgson 
planned for this friendly was at the

Spain’s two goals were fine finishes, 
with Chris Smalling and Phil Jones’ 
partnership in central defence working 
well. Saints star Ryan Bertrand 
performed well again at left-back, 
although Kyle Walker was shaky at 
times. 

4. Costa’s struggles 
continue 

Diego Costa looks a shadow of the 
player that was so impressive for 
Chelsea last season. This year he just 
seems to want to fight everyone, rather 
than concentrate on playing football. 
There were no such flare-ups against 
England, but nor was there a return of 
that cutting edge. 

5. Pique cannot avoid the 
boos 

England would love a player like 
Gerard Pique, but the Barcelona 
defender is a divisive figure in Spain. 
Previous support of Catalan 
independence has not gone down well, 
nor has his mocking of Real Madrid, 
and is said to be the reason behind this 
friendly being played in Alicante 
instead of the capital. Pique did not 
avoid boos and whistles, though.

Gary Neville, Paul Scholes and 
Nicky Butt have known some great 
days, some great nights, writes SI¬ 
MON CARTER. 

They were part of many a suc¬ 
cessful Manchester United team in 
their illustrious careers. 

But I doubt whether they have en¬ 
joyed many more games than the 
one they watched last Friday night. 

There they were, three of Salford 
City’s co-owners, stood together 
while the club they run took on 
Notts County under the glare of the 
live BBC cameras. 

The part-timers of Salford, from 
the seventh tier of English non 
league football, were more than 
comfortable with their new-found 
fame. 

They defeated a Magpies side 
three divisions higher than them, 
and that was why Neville, Scholes 
and But were dancing on the ter¬ 
races. 

Another great day for the FA Cup, 
therefore. 

Ruined by greed 

“It’s probably better than (win¬ 
ning) the Champions League,” 
Scholes said as Salford’s amateurs 
lapped up their 15 minutes of War- 
holian fame afterwards. 

There you have it, then. An FA 
Cup tie is deemed “better” than 
winning European football’s pre¬ 
mier club tournament - by a man 
who has won the Champions 
League. 

It is easy to look at top level foot¬ 
ball these days and believe it has 
been ruined by greed. 

There is one good reason for that - 
it HAS been ruined by greed. 

Remember Nottingham Forest 
winning promotion from the old 
second division and then lifting the 
first division title 12 months later? 

And then winning the European 
Cup a year after that? 

And then retaining the European 
Cup a year after that? 

That was all between 1977 and 
1980. 

Those days have gone, and they 
are unlikely to return. 

Remember Ipswich finishing fifth 
in the Premier League in 2000/01, 
just 12 months after winning pro¬ 
motion? 

Those days have gone, too, and are 
also unlikely to return. 

Remember the days when second 
division clubs won the FA Cup? 

Sunderland, Saints and West Ham 
all lifted the silverware in eight 
seasons between 1973-80. 

Those days have also gone, and 
won’t return either. 

Thankfully, though, there is still 
some romance left in football. 

Last weekend provided further 
examples of that, and all of us who 
love football should be thankful the 
FA Cup can still deliver. 

There was Salford City, for one. 

Watching them, it was hard to 
believe they had only won one of 


their seven home league games this 
season. 

They were easily the better team, 
and remember Notts County had 
beaten Portsmouth in League Two 
a week earlier. 

The following day, Eastleigh re¬ 
corded their historic victory over 


two divisions higher Crewe Alex¬ 
andra. 

A look at the two teams showed it 
was the Spitfires who possessed the 
bulk of the Football League experi¬ 
ence. 

Crewe are engaged in a League 
One relegation battle with a pre¬ 


dominantly young and inexperi¬ 
enced squad, and I wouldn’t be 
surprised if they went down this 
season. 

Still, that should not take any¬ 
thing away from Chris Todd’s East¬ 
leigh. For all their experienced 
players, Eastleigh are still a non

league team and it’s not often a non 
league team win away to a third- 
tier club. 

Elsewhere on the same day, Al¬ 
trincham - renowned FA Cup giant- 
killers of the 70s and 80s - dumped 
out League One club Barnsley 

The same Barnsley who were FA 
Cup semi-finalists in 2008. 


Barnsley have fallen some way, 
then, but not as far as Wigan Ath¬ 
letic have. 

It is amazing to think it’s only 
two years since Wigan lifted the FA 
Cup, the greatest day in the club’s 
history, by stunning Manchester 
City in the final. 

Wigan fans would never have 


thought that just two years on they 
would have suffered a double rel¬ 
egation and be entering the FA Cup 
at the first round stage. 

And being thrashed 4-0 at Bury 
for good measure. 

Last Sunday provided more FA 
Cup shock potential. 

And I was there at one of the 


games desperately hoping not to 
see one. 

With my Exeter City supporting 
hat on, I rolled up at the Draycott 
Engineering Loop Meadow Stadi¬ 
um for a noon kick-off. 

This was a proverbial banana 
skin tie for Exeter, to say the least. 

For the second season running, 
we had been drawn away to the low¬ 
est-ranked club in the first round. 

And in November 2014 we had 
been humiliated 1-0 at Warrington 
Town, live on the Beeb. 

Wonderful 


This time the BT Sport cameras 
were present, and they hadn’t ar¬ 
rived hoping for a routine Exeter 
victory. 

That was what a nation saw, how¬ 
ever. 

Three second-half goals eventual¬ 
ly saw us progress, and to be honest 
there were very few scares. 

That shouldn’t have been a sur¬ 
prise - Didcot were virtually 100 
places below us in the pyramid. 

What a wonderful sport football 
is. 

Very rarely do we take a step back 
and focus on the wider picture. 

Here I was, at Didcot, watching 
my club in the FA Cup. 

A decade earlier, I had also trav¬ 
elled to watch Exeter in the same 
competition - to Old Trafford. 

What a remarkable tournament 
the FA Cup is, allowing me the 
chance to visit two such contrast¬ 
ing grounds. 

To visit Manchester United and 
Didcot Town in the same tourna¬ 
ment.

In rugby, the smaller clubs never 
get the chance to take on their Pre¬ 
miership cousins in a knockout 
cup tie - no such tournament ex¬ 
ists. 

That is why football remains the 
greatest sport in the world. 

And why the FA Cup remains the 
greatest club tournament of them 
all. 

Ask Paul Scholes, or Gary Nev¬ 
ille, or Nicky Butt - three men who 
have gone up in my estimation now 
as a result of last Friday 

Ask Chris Todd, Ben Strevens, or 
anyone else associated with East¬ 
leigh who was at Gresty Road last 
weekend. 

Ask any of the Didcot Town play¬ 
ers who appeared live on television 
against Exeter last Sunday. 

It was a game that underlined the 
enduring romance of the Football 
Association Challenge Cup. 

And may that forever be the case. 




Top athletes 
back Russian 
ban decision 

LEADING athletes have backed the 
decision of the IAAF Council to hand 
Russia a provisional ban from all 
international athletics competitions 
with immediate effect. 

Members voted by a 22-1 majority in 
favour of the provisional sanction, 
which comes in the wakes of damning 
revelations of cover-ups by the World 
Anti-Doping Agency. 

In a statement issued on behalf of the 
IAAF Athletes Commission, former 
sprinter Frankie Fredericks said: “The 
IAAF Athletes’ Commission is extremely 
disappointed and concerned regarding 
the recent developments and 
allegations directed at our sport. 

“We are angry at the damage being 
caused to the reputation and credibility 
of athletics and are united alongside 
our President to not shy away from the 
major challenges that face our sport. 

“The athletes will work together to 
continue the process of cleaning up 
athletics to ensure those athletes 
training and competing cleanly are not 
tainted by the minority.” 

And the move was backed by Paula 
Radcliffe, herself the subject of 
unfounded suspicions earlier this year, 
who tweeted: “The right decision, time 
for serious reform and proud to stand 
behind our Athlete Commission 
statement.”

The move - which is almost certain to 
be made permanent by a disciplinary 
panel - will see Russia lose hosting 
rights to next year’s Race Walking 
World Cup and the World Junior 
Championships, due to take place in 
Cheboksary and Kazan respectively. 

But while, as it stands, the sanction 
also rules Russia out of competing in 
next year’s Rio Olympic Games, early 
indications are that the Russians will 
accept their punishment and work 
towards fulfilling the criteria required in 
order to reinstated in time. 

IAAF president Sebastian Coe 
described the events leading up to the 
vote as a “shameful wake-up call” and 
conceded authoritities including the 
IAAF and WADA had to “look closely at 
ourselves.” 

Coe, who hosted the meeting via 
teleconference in London, said: “We 
have been dealing with the failure of 
ARAF (the Russian athletics federation) 
and made the decision to provisionally 
suspend them, the toughest sanction 
we can apply at this time. 

“But we discussed and agreed that 
the whole system has failed the 
athletes, not just in Russia, but around 
the world. 

“This has been a shameful wake-up 
call and we are clear that cheating at 
any level will not be tolerated.”

ATHLETICS has found itself engulfed 
in crisis after the report by the World 
Anti-Doping Agency’s independent 
commission published this week 
revealed systematic doping among 
Russian athletes and its cover-up. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at other 
sports that have been hit by corruption 
scandals in recent times: 

FOOTBALL 

The crisis at football’s world 
governing body FIFA reached new 
levels this year. In May, seven FIFA 
officials were arrested and later 
charged along with two others by US 
authorities over allegations of 
racketeering, wire fraud and money¬ 
laundering conspiracies spanning 24 
years. 

Swiss authorities raided FIFA 
headquarters for their separate 
investigation into allegations of 
criminal mismanagement and money¬ 
laundering in connection with the 
allocation of the 2018 and 2022 World 
Cups. 

Sepp Blatter later announced he was 
to resign as FIFA president, and in 
September Swiss prosecutors opened 
criminal proceedings against him 
relating to a TV rights deal signed with 
former Caribbean football chief Jack

Warner and a payment made to UEFA 
president Michel Platini. 

In October Blatter, Platini and FIFA 
secretary general Jerome Valcke were 
provisionally suspended for 90 days by 
the body’s ethics committee. 

CYCLING 

March saw the publishing of a report 
by the Cycling Independent Reform 
Commission - set up by current UCI 
president Brian Cookson in January 
2014 - that accused previous leaders of 
the sport’s world governing body of 
undermining anti-doping efforts and 
showing preferential treatment to 
disgraced former Tour de France 
winner Lance Armstrong. 

CRICKET 

The ‘spot-fixing’ scandal relating to 
Pakistan’s Test against England at 
Lord’s in August 2010 resulted in three 
of the tourists’ players being handed 
prison sentences in November 2011. 

Ex-Test captain Salman Butt was 
jailed for two-and-a-half years for his 
role as the "orchestrator” of a plot to 
bowl deliberate no-balls.

EASTLEIGH’S ten outfield 
players hurtled wildly to¬ 
wards their travelling sup¬ 
port, each man momentari¬ 
ly completely lost in his own 
revelry. 

The cause of such unabashed ju¬ 
bilation, eagerly matched by those 
housed in the strikingly named Ice 
Cream Van Stand at Gresty Road, 
was Ben Strevens’ penalty, noncha¬ 
lantly rolled past Crewe Alexandra 
goalkeeper Daniel Nizic, writes 
PAUL McNAMARA. 

It would be the goal that secured 
the most famous result in the Spit¬ 
fires’ increasingly storied history. 

Conference South champions in 
2014, fourth-place finishers in their 
debut campaign in non-league’s top 
flight last term, Eastleigh can now 
add FA Cup giant-killers to their 
fast-expanding list of groundbreak¬ 
ing exploits. 

And, despite evidence to the con¬ 
trary, this certainly qualified as a 
giant-killing. 

Eyeing up Crewe’s position at the 
wrong end of League One, and the 
disparity in Football League expe¬ 
rience between the two sides, many 
neutrals would have fancied the 
‘underdogs’ chances in Cheshire. 

Nevertheless, when Chris Todd 
selected his team last Saturday, 
boasting 1,082 league starts be¬ 
tween them, Eastleigh’s manager 
was preparing for his club’s first 
ever competitive fixture against a 
Football League outfit. 

Crewe, on the other hand, were 
playing Championship football in 
2006. While the Railwaymen were 
jousting with the likes of Wolves, 
Stoke City and Southampton nine 
years ago, the Spitfires were squar¬ 
ing up to Lewes, St Albans and Car- 
shalton Athletic et al. 

Their poor form this season not¬ 
withstanding, Crewe took on their 
non-league visitors a week after 
beating Sheffield United. 

Against that backdrop, then, it 
wasn’t particularly surprising 
when Todd’s side spent the initial 
stages of their FA Cup first round 
tie, at their opponents’ neat 10,000 
capacity home, on the back foot. 

This is a young, energetic Crewe 
team. Without any reward for 
their early superiority, however, 
the league team’s strengths pro¬ 
gressively became weaknesses that 
would prove their undoing. 

Buoyed by their skilful naviga¬ 
tion of the hosts’ early assault, 
Eastleigh warmed to their task. 

With Will Evans and Jamie Tur¬ 
ley excelling in the middle of de¬ 
fence - the sterling form of that 
embryonic pairing is arguably the 
standout success story of Todd’s 
reign, thus far - the Spitfires’ crea¬ 
tive talent seized the opportunity 
to exert themselves on their fragile 
opposition. 

Andy Drury looked every inch the 
high-class midfield visionary that 
he is. Yemi Odubade never tired of 
running in behind Crewe’s shaky 
rearguard. The dynamic Josh 
Payne and Jai Reason, a player who 


has been with Eastleigh every step 
of the way during their remarkable 
rise, began to take the game to the 
wobbling home team. 

Still, for all that the away side was 
growing in stature, it required a 
leap of faith on behalf of the East¬ 
leigh fans watching on to believe 


that their team was going to go the 
whole hog- and actually win the 
game. 

After all, on the corresponding 
weekend two years previously, the 
Spitfires needed a late strike to 
sneak a victory against Farnbor- 
ough. 


Todd played in that game. So too 
Strevens, Reason, and goalkeeper 
Ross Flitney 

Now, here they were carrying the 
hopes of the 293 people in the away 
section at Gresty Road. Did they 
have the necessary conviction to 
see the job through? 
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will never forget

Of course they did. Todd had 
no doubt that his men would add 
Crewe to the scalps they have been 
hurriedly accumulating since this 
impressive young Welshman took 
the Spitfires’ helm in September. 

Wrexham and Tranmere have 
been dispatched on their own turf. 
A draw at Cheltenham really could 


have been more. 

With the wind behind them fol¬ 
lowing those results, and propelled 
by the sheer momentum of a club 
on the up, Eastleigh emerged after 
the interval at Crewe to take ad¬ 
vantage of a side whose trajectory 
is going in the opposite direction to 
their own. 


The second-half rush of blood 
that saw home ‘keeper Ben Garratt 
charge from his area and wipe out 
the advancing Odubade was indica¬ 
tive of his team’s frazzled state-of- 
mind. 

Encouragement had rained down 
from the Gresty Road stands dur¬ 
ing Crewe’s bright opening. As 


they watched a National League 
team that they knew little, if any¬ 
thing, about, gain the upper-hand, 
however, the formerly approving 
Alex supporters turned. 

The festering frustration and 
inner fury that is never far away 
when you watch your football team 
lose on a regular basis manifested 
itself in an outpouring of dissent 
towards manager Steve Davis. 

The spirited but callow players 
that fill this Crewe side wilted; 
their earlier poise and enthusiasm 
visibly draining with each minute 
that passed. 

When Garratt’s replacement, Ni- 
zic, dragged down Eastleigh sub 
Ross Lafayette in the box, matters 
were approaching a crescendo. 

Strevens, the most deserving 
of match-winners, finished from 
12-yards with the type of assurance 
that wouldn’t typically be reserved 
for a kick of such magnitude. 

Eastleigh’s progress into round 
two was seemingly guaranteed. 
Unable to capitalise on a host of 
late chances to kill the tie, however, 
the Spitfires were made to suffer a 
few heart-stopping moments before 
they could embark on a prolonged 
rerun of the scenes that greeted 
Strevens’ decisive effort. 

The home supporters, meanwhile, 
resumed their calls for Davis to be 
axed. Hostilities were suspended 
however, as the victorious players 
eventually trooped off towards 
their dressing room; the remaining 
Crewe fans in the ground applaud¬ 
ing every one of their favourite’s 
conquerors from the field. 

Todd popped up on national radio 
on Sunday morning, and then on 
the country’s television screens at 
the second-round draw the follow¬ 
ing night, where he admitted that 
his team had pulled a winnable tie 
from the hat - at Northern Premier 
Division outfit Stourbridge. 

It is a clash that the competition’s 
broadcasters have declined to show 
live, despite the enticing prize at 
stake for two non-league teams - a 
place in the third round, where any 
one of Chelsea, Manchester United 
or Arsenal could lie in wait. 

Some recognition for the grav¬ 
ity of this contest to both clubs, 
though, will come in the shape of 
BBC One’s Football Focus being 
aired from the Midlands club’s War 
Memorial Ground prior to kick-off 
on Saturday December 5. 

Such is the escalating support for 
the Spitfires that demand for the 
300 tickets available for the match 
at Stourbridge has outstripped sup¬ 
ply, a phenomenon that even ultra 
ambitious Eastleigh owner Stew¬ 
art Donald couldn’t have foreseen 
when he rode into town in Febru¬ 
ary 2012. 

Likewise Todd, who made his 
first outing in a Spitfires jersey in 
front of a crowd of 606 at the Silver- 
lake Stadium in January 2013. 

Todd freely admits that he didn’t 
know a great deal about the club 
back then. He does now. And after 
his team’s efforts at Crewe, so do 
many thousands more.

In addition, former world number two 
Test bowler Mohammad Asif received a 
12-month prison term for delivering one 
of the fraudulent no-balls, and 19-year- 
old Mohammad Amir, who had been 
tipped to become one of the all-time 
great fast bowlers, was detained for six 
months in a young offenders’ institution 
after he admitted bowling two 
intentional no-balls. 

SNOOKER 

In September 2013, former world 
number five Stephen Lee was banned 
for 12 years after being found guilty of 
seven charges of match-fixing. 

Backdated to October 2012, the ban 
means Lee, who recently turned 41, will 
not be able to able to participate in the 
sport again until 2024. 

He was ordered to pay a total of 
£125,000 in costs in 2014 after failing in 
his appeal to overturn the punishment. 

RUGBY UNION 

In August 2009 former Harlequins 
director of rugby Dean Richards was 
handed a global three-year ban from

coaching after he masterminded the 
‘Bloodgate’ scandal, which saw wing 
Tom Williams fake a blood injury during 
the Heineken Cup defeat to Leinster in 
April that year. 

Williams burst a fake blood capsule in 
his mouth so that substituted drop-goal 
specialist Nick Evans could re-enter the 
field of play with Quins trailing 6-5. 

Richards was found to have 
orchestrated a cover-up that saw 
Williams’ mouth deliberately cut in the 
dressing room to hide the offence. 

It was also found that Richards and 
then-Quins physiotherapist Steph 
Brennan had faked blood injuries on 
four previous occasions. 

Williams was handed a 12-month ban, 
reduced to four months after he 
revealed he was acting under orders 
from Richards and Brennan. 

RACING 

In April 2013 Godolphin trainer 
Mahmood Al Zarooni was disqualified 
for eight years after admitting 
administering anabolic steroids to 
horses in his care. 

The British Horseracing Authority also 
banned 15 horses trained by Al Zarooni 
for six months.

Paul Morris, who has previ¬ 
ously helped the club in times of 
trouble, has stepped up from his 
coaching role to become care¬ 
taker boss but it is only expected 
to be a short-term arrangement 
with the club already lining up a 
successor this week. 

With most players already fixed 
up elsewhere, Riley took on a 
near impossible task when he 
returned to Bashley Road after a 
three-year absence towards the 
end of July 

He took over the reins from 
former Chelsea defender Da¬ 
vid Stride who had only been in 
charge for 40 days when Bash 
cited a “run of poor pre-season re¬ 
sults and lack of player signings” 
as the reason for his dismissal. 

In his previous seven-year stint 
with Bashley, Southampton-based 
Riley had led them to the 2006/07 
Southern One South & West title 
and promotion to the Southern 
Premier. 

But this time he inherited a 
side that finished rock bottom in 
2014/15 and only held onto their 
Southern League status because 
Sholing and Clevedon dropped 
out. 

Great shame 

Club chairman Tim Allan said: 
“It’s a great shame that things 
didn’t work out as expected for 
Steve. He is a really genuine per¬ 
son who I hold a great deal of re¬ 
spect for. 

“I wish Steve all the best for the 
future. 

“He didn’t really want to come 
back into football. He was happy 
to have a break from the sport 
and, coupled with the late start to 
the season as far as changes with 
the board and manager (were con¬ 
cerned), these things didn’t help 
the cause. 

“It’s difficult to attract experi¬ 
enced players to a team that has 
no points on the board. We have 
many youngsters with talent but 
they need help from experienced 
players to bring them on. Every¬ 
one has been putting everything 
into it but it’s just not been work¬ 
ing for some reason. 

“The board felt it was time to see 
what could be done before it was 
too late. 

“After talking with Steve on 
Sunday he offered to stand down 
in the best interests of the club if 
the board felt it could help. 

“It was a hard decision to accept 


as Steve has so much experience. 
His love and passion for the club 
will be missed.” 

Bashley travelled to Burnham 
with high hopes of turning the 
corner against a club who are

“He was on the fringes of Tot¬ 
ton’s first team but he wasn’t 
getting much of a look-in so he 
came across to us and we had 
him all of last season.” 

House made 11 appearances, 
scoring just one goal, as T&E 
lost their battle for Sydenhams 
Premier survival last term.

That was a factor in it. 
There’s no doubt that if 
you are getting results 
then things look a lit¬ 
tle bit rosier. 

“I’ve spent a lot of 
time on the field coach¬ 
ing players and I feel 
that they need a differ¬ 
ent voice and someone 
with some new ideas, so 
that probably contributed to my 
decision as well. 

“It was a difficult thing to leave 
because I care about the football 
club and the players. 


“I spoke to the players and the 
board of directors in the changing 
room after the game on Saturday 
and there is no doubt that was an 
emotional time. But it was emo¬ 
tional because we care and that’s 
the most important thing.” 

Cuss revealed that while he had 
not totally ruled out taking on a 
manager’s role elsewhere, he did 
not view it as part of his future 
plans. 

He said: “I don’t see myself being 
a manager at any other club 

“I think it’s very difficult 
because of the feelings I’ve got for 
Wimborne. It’s such a great club 
and the backing I’ve had from the 
board of directors, the players and 
supporters has been fantastic. 

“Never say never but I would 
find it difficult to go to another 
club and be a manager there.”

SAINTS ace Virgil Van Dijk 
is better in the air than any 
other Premier League de¬ 
fender this season. 

The summer signing from Celtic 
has won an average of 5.8 headers 
per game. 

That average is only bettered 
by two players, and they are both 
strikers, Liverpool’s Christian 
Benteke (7.4) and Aston Villa’s Rudi 
Gestade (6.9). 

Watford’s Troy Deeney has the 
same 5.8 average as Van Dijk. 

No doubt helped by Van Dijk’s 
displays, Saints are the second best 
Premier League team in terms of 
winning aerial duals in 2015/16. 

They are averaging 21.6 aerial 
wins so far, just behind Aston Villa 
( 21 . 8 ). 

Newcastle are the worst team in 
the air as they are only averaging 
11.8 arial wins per game. 

Stoke are next up for Van Dijk and 
co at St Mary’s next weekend. 

The Potters have only managed 
3.1 efforts on target in all their 
league games so far, the second low¬ 
est total in the top flight. 

Only Aston Villa, with a paltry 2.6 
efforts on target, have troubled the 
opposition ‘keeper less. 

In contrast, Saints have averaged 
five on target efforts per game. 
Overall, Saints are averaging 14.5 
efforts per game, compared to 
Stoke’s 9.8. 

Mark Hughes’ men have only 
scored five away league goals all 
season, the third lowest in the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

But they have not conceded a 
single one in their last three away 
games, following up 1-0 victories at 
Villa and Swansea with a 0-0 stale¬ 
mate at Newcastle. 

Saints and Stoke are two of the 
form teams in the Premier League. 

Ronald Koeman’s side have 
picked up 14 points from their last 
six league outings, four wins and 
two draws. 

The only team with a better re¬ 
cord over the same period is Arse¬ 
nal, who have five wins and a draw. 

Stoke are third in the list, having 
picked up 13 points, four wins, a 
draw and a loss, which is the same 
record as Leicester. 

During those six games, Stoke 
have only scored five goals, only 
Villa and Bournemouth have net¬ 
ted less in the same period. 

But Hughes’ side have only con¬ 
ceded three goals in those six 
games - Manchester United are 
the only side who can equal that 
amount, and no side can better it. 

Stoke will need to be aware of 
Saints’ attacking trio Graziano 
Pelle, Sadio Mane and Dusan Tadic. 

Pelle has netted six Premier 
League goals so far, and only four 
players have managed more. 

The top scorers list is led by 
Leicester’s Jamie Vardy, who has 
bagged 12 goals, five more than any¬ 
one else. 


Next are three players on seven 
goals, Watford’s Odion Ighalo, 
Vardy’s Leicester colleague Riyad 
Mahrez and Everton’s Romelu Lu- 
kaku. 

Vardy has contributed 48 per cent 
of Leicester’s league goals this 
term, the second highest percent¬ 


age in the top flight. 

Ighalo has scored 64 per cent of 
Watford’s goals, while Newcastle’s 
Georginio Wijnaldum has 46 per 
cent of the Toon Army’s goals. 

Lukaku has scored 35 per cent of 
Everton’s league tally, while Pelle 
has 32 per cent of Saints’ total. 


Pelle, meanwhile, is averaging 3.8 
shots per Premier League game in 
2015/16, the same as England’s Har¬ 
ry Kane at Tottenham. 

Liverpool’s Phillippe Coutinho is 
the most prolific shooter, with an 
average of 4.7 shots per game, fol¬ 
lowed by Alexis Sanchez (4.4), Ser-

gio Ageuro (4.1) and Jamie Vardy 

(4). 

Sadio Mane has contributed four 
assists in Premier League games 
and only four players have man¬ 
aged more. 

Arsenal’s Mezut Ozil has 10 as¬ 
sists, which is double the amount 


of anyone else. 

Next up with five are Everton’s 
Gerard Deulofeu, Leicester’s Riyad 
Mahrez and Norwich’s Wes Hoola- 
han. 

Level with Mane on four as¬ 
sists are Manchester City pair 
Yaya Toure and Kevin De Bruyne, 
Leicester’s Marc Albrighton, New¬ 


castle’s Moussa Sissoko and Ever¬ 
ton’s Romelu Lukaku. 

Bournemouth have struggled in 
front of goal since five-goal top 
scorer Callum Wilson suffered a 
serious injury. 

Still, Eddie Howe’s Cherries are 
averaging 11.8 efforts on goal in 


their league games, which is more 
than Manchester United have man¬ 
aged (average 10.3). 

Indeed, only four clubs, West 
Brom, Newcastle, Stoke and Sun¬ 
derland, have managed less at¬ 
tempts at goal than Louis Van 
Gaal’s men. 

That is despite Manchester Unit¬ 
ed having more of the ball than any 
of their top flight rivals. 

United are averaging 57.2 per cent 
possession, compared to Manches¬ 
ter City’s 56.4 per cent and Arse¬ 
nal’s 55.9 per cent. 

Bournemouth have seen more of 
the ball than Saints so far with 52.2 
per cent possession compared to 

50.1 per cent. 

Saints have a better passing re¬ 
cord, though, just. They have suc¬ 
cessfully completed 79.4 per cent of 
their passes, compared to Cherries’ 

79.2 per cent. 

Manchester City have the best 
passing percentage, with 85.1 per 
cent, and Leicester the worst, 71.2 
per cent. 

Norwich midfielder Alex Tettey 
is leading the way in terms of col¬ 
lecting Premier League cautions. 
The Norwegian international has 
been booked six times in 12 appear¬ 
ances. 

A handful of players have col¬ 
lected five bookings, ensuring 
themselves an automatic one-game 
suspension. 

They include Tottenham pair Eric 
Dier and Erik Lamela, Newcastle’s 
Jack Colback, Manchester United’s 
Matteo Darmian and James Milner 
of Liverpool. 

Saints pair Graziano Pelle and 
Oriol Romeu have both picked up 
four bookings, taking them to the 
brink of a ban. 

Victor Wanyama, Ryan Bertrand 
and skipper Jose Fonte have all col¬ 
lected three cautions. 

Overall, Saints have picked up 25 
bookings in their 12 league games, 
as well as the red cards issued to 
Sadio Mane (at Liverpool) and 
Wanyama (against Bournemouth). 

Tottenham have collected the 
most bookings (27) while north 
London rivals Arsenal have had 
the fewest (12). 

Saints and Manchester City get 
more crosses in than any other 
Premier League side. Both clubs 
are averaging 25 crosses per game, 
10 more than Sunderland, who av¬ 
erage the fewest crosses. 

Watford launch the most long 
balls in the top flight, an average of 
81 per game this season. 

That is nine more than the next 
best, the 72 of Manchester United, 
Leicester and West Ham. 

Saints are averaging 69 long 
balls per game while Arsenal only 
launch 49 per game. 

In terms of shot passes, Man¬ 
chester City (514) and Manchester 
United (503) lead the list. 

Saints make an average of 376 
short passes per game, while 
Leicester average the fewest, 269.

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Ex-Cherries chairman: This could lead to new investment

A FORMER boss of AFC Bourne¬ 
mouth believes the recent injection 
of American money into the club 
could lead to a new wave of invest¬ 
ment in football. 

Trevor Watkins, who was chair¬ 
man of the club for four years, 
helped broker a deal bringing new 
investors into the Cherries in his 
capacity as a partner with law firm 
Pinsent Masons. 

The business advised the Chicago- 
based investment firm PEAK6 on its 
acquisition of a 25 per cent equity 
interest in the Cherries. 

As part of the deal, PEAK6 co¬ 
founder Matt Hulsizer and chief 
corporate development and legal 
officer Jay Coppoletta have both be¬ 
come directors of the club. 

Mr Watkins said on Pinsent Ma¬ 
sons’ website out-law.com that the 
deal could be the “catalyst for a new 
wave of football business”. 

The PEAK6 deal was two years in 
the making and would see the US in¬ 
vestors operate in partnership with 


existing shareholders, including 
club owner Maxim Denim. 

Mr Watkins said: “This deal dem¬ 
onstrates that notwithstanding the 
work needed to complete a transac¬ 
tion, that deals will be done in the 
English and European football mar¬ 
kets. 

“It also shows existing club own¬ 
ers that there are innovative stra¬ 
tegic partnerships possible that in¬ 
volve broadening the investor base 
whilst also expanding their club’s 
opportunities for growth in inter¬ 
national markets without those ar¬ 
rangements involving them relin¬ 
quishing control. 

“We have already seen a model of 
US-based or other international in¬ 
vestors coming to English football 
and buying a club outright as a con¬ 
sortium but this minority stake deal 
is a fresh approach that will likely 
change the perception that taking 
majority control is the usual way 
forward. 

“With recent rumoured new over¬ 


seas investments in clubs such as 
Aston Villa, Crystal Palace and 
West Bromwich Albion failing to 
materialise, this transaction is like¬ 
ly to make potential investors look 
again,” he said. 

James Earl, fellow partner at Pin¬ 
sent Masons, said: “The English 
football market is already an at¬ 
tractive one given the climate of 
rising sports rights valuations and 
increasing commercial alignment 
between the US and UK sporting 
markets in particular. 

“We believe that the agreement 
between AFC Bournemouth and 
PEAK6 could therefore serve as a 
catalyst for other minority stake 
investment deals involving existing 
Premier League clubs or ambitious 
clubs in the Championship. 

“Indeed, this is also likely to be the 
case further afield in Europe given 
there is a finite number of strategic, 
well-priced investment opportuni¬ 
ties which currently exist in Eng¬ 
lish football.” 


New American investment 
in Cherries is so ‘exciting’

FORMER Cherries chair¬ 
man Trevor Watkins has ex¬ 
pressed his “delight and ex¬ 
citement” at the club joining 
forces with American inves¬ 
tors. 

Watkins also said he had been “ex¬ 
tremely privileged” to have helped 
broker a deal to bring new invest¬ 
ment to the club in his capacity as a 
partner at Pinsent Masons. 

The international law firm advised 
long-standing client PEAK6 on their 
acquisition of a 25 per cent equity in¬ 
terest in Cherries. 

And the Chicago-based company 
this week formed an alliance with 
Maxim Demin when it purchased a 
quarter of his shares. 

Spearheaded 

As part of the deal, PEAK6’s Matt 
Hulsizer and Jay Coppoletta have 
both become directors. 

Watkins successfully spearheaded 
a fans’ bid to save Cherries from ex¬ 
tinction in 1997 and was responsible 
for the creation of a supporters’ trust 
fund. 

A lifelong fan and season ticket 
holder at the Vitality Stadium, he 
spent four years at the helm and 
stayed on as a director after stepping 
down as chairman in 2001. 

Tremendous 

Watkins, who was unable to discuss 
the finer detail of the deal due to cli¬ 
ent confidentiality, told the Sports 
Pink’s sister paper the Bournemouth 
Echo : “Pinsent Masons have been 
working with PEAK6 since June 2013 
and advised them on the deal. 

“From the perspective of being able 
to offer an understanding of the club, 
its history, great management set-up 
and tremendous people involved in 
owning and leading it forward, it was 
a privilege for me to at least share 


that with PEAK6 and play a part in 
bringing this about. 

“I think it is a very exciting develop¬ 
ment, particularly having had the op¬ 
portunity to get to know well all the 
parties involved. 

“I have also seen first hand the pas¬ 
sion and support Matt and Jay have 
for the club, its people and the desire 
for success. 

“I am fortunate to work with many 
clubs and teams both here and inter¬ 
nationally but, as a supporter, my 
heart is with AFC Bournemouth. 

“Having worked closely on this 
deal, as a lifelong supporter, I think it 
is a very exciting opportunity for the 
club to grow further as the interna¬ 
tional attention on soccer continues 


to grow. With soccer gaining a strong 
foothold in the USA and the impres¬ 
sive impact the Premier League 
makes there, it is great to have ex¬ 
posure in that market and a partner¬ 
ship to support that. 

Partnership 


“Given the lack of other similar 
deals happening, it is also testament 
to the relationships which have been 
created and the hard work of every¬ 
body concerned, both at PEAK6 and 
the club that this partnership was 
forged. 

“Our role as advisors is much less 


important than anyone else involved 
but certainly having been able to at 
least to make the introduction there 
is considerable personal pride in see¬ 
ing it reach this conclusion.” 

In an article on the Pinsent Ma¬ 
sons website, Coppoletta said: “The 
sector knowledge of the Pinsent 
Masons team is second to none. Hav¬ 
ing worked with them since 2013, we 
have consistently valued their abil¬ 
ity to provide excellent legal advice 
and strategic insight into the foot¬ 
ball sector. “On this transaction, Pin¬ 
sent Masons also brought additional 
and invaluable understanding and 
knowledge to the table given partner 
Trevor Watkins’ past involvement 
with the club.” 


Howe: Our 
way is still 
right way 

MANAGER Eddie 
Howe is adamant the 
AFC Bournemouth way 
will be the right way as 
he looks to revive the 
club’s Premier League 
fortunes. 

Howe, who saw Cher¬ 
ries slip into the drop 
zone last weekend, in¬ 
sists he has no plans 
to abandon his passing 
principles and says he 
will stick to his foot¬ 
balling philosophy. 

An ill-deserved 1-0 re¬ 
verse at the hands of 
Newcastle saw Cher¬ 
ries condemned to a 
fifth defeat in their past 
six games in the top 
flight, leaving them two 
points adrift of safety. 

Howe, asked wheth¬ 
er he would consider 
changing his approach, 
replied: “If you can 
find me a way that is 
different to dominating 
the ball and dominat¬ 
ing chances that guar¬ 
antees you winning 
games, I would be sur¬ 
prised to hear it.

STRIKER Tokelo Rantie insists 
he has nothing to prove to the 
people who count at Cherries - 
but would love to silence the crit¬ 
ics. 

Rantie stepped out of the wil¬ 
derness to become only the 13th 
South Africa international to 
play in the Premier League when 
he came on as a 79th-minute sub¬ 
stitute against Newcastle last 
weekend.

Rantie said: “I believe I deserve 
my chance because I have been 
working very hard. I have been 
encouraged by my team-mates 
and I am very happy to get my 
first Premier League appearance. 

“It is always difficult because 
when I have been able to train 
hard, I believe I have given my¬ 
self the opportunity to get into 
the team. 

“When I do have setbacks, it 
feels like I am taking 10 steps 
backwards. It is difficult to catch 
up because we have a lot of qual¬ 
ity players so for me to just break 
in is very difficult. 


“But I am glad to be back now. 
Hopefully, I can keep working 
hard and then my chances will 
most definitely come.” 

On the prospect of proving him¬ 
self at Dean Court, Rantie added:

As part of the deal with Peak6,

They will join on the board Blake, 
Jeff Mostyn, John O’Neill, Mikhail 
Ponomarev, Nick Rothwell and broth¬ 
ers Igor and Oleg Tikhturov. 

Blake added: “Matt and Jay have 
been trying to get into football in Eng¬ 
land for a few years and they hit it off 
straight away when they met with 
Max. He wanted them to get involved 
with him at AFC Bournemouth and 
help take the club forward. 

“There is nothing more to this deal 
than trying to make us stronger as a 
team, a club and a brand and helping 


us continue to grow globally. 

“That is Max’s ultimate aim and I 
can assure people he is in this for the 
long haul.” 

CHAIRMAN Jeff Mostyn is confi¬ 
dent new investment in Cherries will 
help the club establish itself in the 
Premier League. 

“The club is confident this partner¬ 
ship will further strengthen its abil¬ 
ity to compete with the very best and 
provide a platform to establish itself 
as a long-term Premier League club,” 
he said.

The 39-year-old, also a 
three-time Ashes-winner, sees 
no reason either why white- 
ball opener Alex Hales cannot 
transport his clean-striking 
methods successfully into 
Test cricket. 

Hales ended a run of poor 
one-day international scores 
with a maiden century in Abu 
Dhabi on Friday as England 
made it 1-1 with two to play 
against Pakistan. 

He is sure to be retained in 
England’s Test squad next 
week, to travel to South 
Africa - and is expected to 
make his debut as Alastair 
Cook’s new opening partner 
on Boxing Day. 

Hales was England’s driving 
force at the Sheikh Zayed 
Stadium and is just one 
member of a squad here in 
which Collingwood has great 
faith. 

That group includes new 
Hampshire bowler Reece 
Topley, who took three 
wickets in the first ODI 
against Pakistan and 1-33 in 
Friday’s win. 

He said: “They’re a young 
group who want to go out and 
give it their best, and it’s 
fantastic there’s no ceiling to 
them ... the way they can 
flourish, and the environment. 

“It’s really exciting for 
English cricket to have a 
young set of talented 
cricketers like this ... we’re in 
a very good, strong place.”

WHAT a summer Hamp¬ 
shire’s women cricketers 
enjoyed. 

They emerged ECB Wom¬ 
en’s Division Three coun¬ 
ty champions and also 
celebrated promotion in 
their very first venture into 
twenty20 cricket. 

Beaten only once (by Cheshire), 
Hampshire won the Division Three title 
with victories against Hertfordshire, 
Derbyshire, the Netherlands and 
Suffolk before centuries by Charlotte 
Taylor and Emily Windsor helped the 
side to an enormous 347-6 against 
Northants in a 208-run win which 
secured the silverware. 

It was a similarly successful story in 
the short-format t20 game, with 
Hampshire beating Buckinghamshire, 
Cornwall, Gloucestershire, Northants, 
and Scotland before clinching a 
promotion spot, in second place, with 
wins over Devon and Oxfordshire. 

All-rounder Linsey Da Costa caught 
the eye, scoring 379 runs and taking 17 
wickets to emerge with the bowling 
award. 

At under-15 level, where Hampshire 
reached the semi finals of the Malvern 
Festival, Alice Monoghan, Charlie Dean 
and Ella Chandler represented England, 
with Anisa Ansar and Georgia Valentine 
selected for the ECB Super 3s regional 
squad.

CRICKET lovers more than most 
thrive on fresh material to help them 
survive the cold, dark winter months. 

Here comes the sun in the shape of 
this beautifully crafted, quite original 
work, sub-titled Sixty Years Spent 
Beyond a Boundary. 

The unfolding story is part 
autobiography, part love affair with the 
glorious sound of leather on willow, 
enveloped in the author’s other passion 
- music. 

We first encounter Tim Quelch as a 
small boy in the 1950s, a golden era for 
English cricket under Len Hutton and 
Peter May, listening to crooner Johnnie 
Ray’s ‘Walking My Baby Back 
Home’, noting his conservative 
parents did not disapprove of the 
American teen idol. 

We leave him, reluctantly, appraising 
the hip-hop beats of Public Enemy’s 
‘Harder Than You Think’, a track 
which sums up England’s struggles 
since the turn of the millennium and 
one which would have had his parents

swiftly reaching for the wireless off 
button. 

Although the front cover is somewhat 
garish, delve inside to be richly 
rewarded - and perhaps surprised by 
moments of poignancy. 

There is a heart-breaking vignette 
when the author, a local government 
social care worker, skips nimbly from 
his appreciation of Donna Summer’s 
disco dance-floor filler TFeel Love’ 
to the final day of the Oval Test against 
the West Indies in the long, hot summer 
of 1976 with Michael Holding wreaking 
havoc. 

Quelch describes driving a troubled, 
unloved 15-year-old boy to a residential 
child psychiatric unit, never to return. 

All they shared in common was a 
concern with the poor state of English 
cricket under Tony Greig’s captaincy to 
fill the minutes on the journey.
